NO FURTHER DELAYS. 
After carefully considering the 
present position, the Government 
were convinced that mattery had 
now reached.a stage at which the 
gettioment of the urgent and impor- 
tant questions remaining would only 
be delayed by formal sessions of 
large bodes. - fie 
Expeditous treatmont of these 
questions would best be secured by 
nu programme which, though involv. 
ing some variation In method. would 
secure the full collaboration which 
had been underlying the principle of 
work accomplished hitherto. The 
Government would take the next 
step ia the removal of the 
obstacles and would announce the 
decision they had.undertaken — to 
give on those aspects of the com- 
munal problem which now retard 
progress. ; :

+ Many players’ make the mistake 
of attempting to apply a system 
to hands that need no system. 
Tho following intercéting hand 
came up during the plhy-oif for 
tho contract challenge —toam-of- 
four champlonship: 


The" Bidding. 


South was the dealer and vpen- 


ed the contracting with one din-_ 


mond. West was not much inter- 
ested and passed, It is an easy 
matter for North to rend his part- 
ners hand, ‘The feast he could 
hold would be five diamonds head- 
ed by the queen, jack and the ace 
and king of hearts or the ace of 
hearts and ace of spades, There 
ure no other missing cards that 
would make up the two and one- 
half tricks required for an open- 
in bid. Tf South should happen 
to hold five diamonds to the queen 
ten, fe would then be required to 
hold not only the ace of hearts 
nud the uce of apndes, but would 
also have. to hold cither the queen 
of hearts or the king of hearts. 


With this information North can 
seo only one losing spade or one 
losing heart, and therefore jumps 
the contract to six diamonds, Enst 
passes and now South must do a 
little reasoning, Ils partner's 
bid of six diamonds assures South 
that he holds at least four dia- 
monds to the ace king, and he fur- 
ther must hold the king and queen 
of spades and the ace and king 
of clubs— otherwise his bid of six 


diamonds would not be justified. * 


South has one full quick trick 
more than required to make an 
opening bid—the ace of spades or 
the king of hearts. With cither 
of these ecards missing, South 
would still be justified in bidding 
ony diamond, so with the addi- 
tional trick, South properly bids 
seven diamonda, It is certainly 
thrilling to sit behind two players 
and hear the bidding go one dia- 
mond, .six diamonds, seven »dia- 
monds which was the case when 
this hand waa, played, 


The Play. 


West had the opening lead and 
decided that hia beat chance was 
to open trump, therefore the cight 
of diamonds was led which the de- 
clurer won with the jack and 
then picked up the other two dla- 
monds of West. He then ted his 
ace and king of hearts and the 
eight of hearts was ruffed in 
dummy—and the declarer spread 
hig hand for the grand slam. 


There is nothing to the play of 
the hand, but good sound bidding

ACCOUNTANT WHO UNTIED 
THE HATRY TANGLE. 


London, June 27. 

Tho death occurred to-day’ of Sir 
Gilbert) Franeis Garnscy, | in- 
ternationally known accountant, 
who figured largely In the Hatry 
investigations in 1920.—Reuter. 

Sir Gilbert Garnsoy, unravelied 
the tangle of the Hatry companies 
and was tho chief witness" for. the 
prosecution, He was bern in 1983, 
and educated at Wellington School, 
Somerset, . ‘ 

Studying uccountancy, ho passed 
the Intermediate examinations of 
the Institute of Chartered Accoun- 
tants In 1903 at the hend of the 
honourg Hat, and two years lator 
repeated the fent at the final. Im- 
mediately afterwards he obtained 
a position at the London office of 
Price, Waterhouse and Co. a firm 
of accountants in which he eventu- 
ally became a partner. Ho had 
not been In tho office a quarter of 
an hour wlien ha was dispatched 
to Paris to ngsist in an investiga- 
tion. Since then he hud been em- 
ployed on the work of the firm in 
all parts of the world and handled 
some of the biggest private and 
national financial problema of  re- 
cent years. .

At the gallery Sir Austen was 
shown an account book with an 
item: “Received from Mra.

In later years, said Sir Austen, 
his father renewed acquaintance 
with Miss Paice. She agreed with 
an interviewer that Joseph Cham- 
berlain had been the founder in 
his young days of n Peace Society 
which ended in a general fight. 

"The members,” added Sir 
Austen, “had a surplus, after pay- 
ing necessary expenses, ‘of BYad. 
By a majority it was decided to 
devote it to a beggar who atood 
outside, and that led to a free 
fight, after which tho Socisty 
died."

BYG-BS 


“THERE IS 18 NOTHING 
SO REVOLTING” 


THE REACTION 


Oxford, May 29. 
A reminder of the horrors of re- 
volution was given by Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw, at Oxford, Jast 
night, when he addressed the Oc- 
tober .Club, an undergraduate 
Communist society. 


In his speech, which lasted one 
and n half hours, he expressed 
viewa on n varity of subjects, In- 
cluding Oxford, ¢pnatitutional |, 
safeguards, Russia, and » Com- 
munism, 


After apologising for his age 
ho said, “I have always contended 
that one. of the most necessary 
things in Oxford ip an age limit, 
which ¥ should put at about 
twenty-three. It has — always 
seemed to me a very discouraging 
thing for a young man beginning 
Hfe to come to a place where he 
is immediately! confronted by a 
conspiracy of old men presuming 
on their old age and their other 
deficiencies, 

“If in the next few yeurs we 
have a successful revolution,” he 
continued, “then quite a number 
of you will not be revolutionist in 
1940. With the single exception 
of the capitalist system, there is 
nothing jn the world so revolting 
as a revolution, and unless you 
ure prepared for It the effect of 
the revolution on you may be to 
make you a very strong reaction- 


ary. 
‘The, Moral. 


“If a revolution comes and we 
try to follow the example of 
Russia,” he said, ‘a good many 
of you will be thrown jnta a stato 
of complete horror at the pro- 
ceedings of the Communtst Go- 
vernment. Of course, I remain a 
Communist, you understand. The 
moral of all this is that you shall 
really understand what you are 
going in for, 

“Revolutionary mowvements,”. he 
said, “are to a great extent a sen- 
timental revolt against the atro- 


citea of which capitalism is cap-: 


nble in its pursuit of surplus 
value. When’ .the revolution 
comes and the revolutionist finds 
that it has to be extremely cruel 
to persons who are opposed to it 
there ia a reaction agninst it. 
“People who have ‘expected a 
sort of millenium of kindness,” 
said Mr, Shaw, “find that the 
world becomes ‘ much more 
businesslike after n reaction. All 


jthrough my life I have steadily 


said that at certain intervale, ssy 
of five yenrs, every citizen should 
appear before a public authority 
and justify hia existence. It 
should be asked whether he is 
worth keeping, and if he ig 
not worth it he should-be sent to 
n lethal chamber, or have the

With this information North can 
see only one losing spade or ane 
losing heart, and therefore jumps 
the contract to aix diamonds, East 
passes and now South must do a 
little reasoning. His partner's 
bid of six diamonds assures South 
that he holds at least four dia- 
mounds to the ace king, and he fur- 
ther must hold the king and queen 
of spades and the ace and king 
of clubs— otherwise his bid of six 
diamonds would not be justified. 
South has one full quick trick 
more than required to make an 
opening bid—the ace of spades or 
the king of hearts. With either 
of these cards missing, South 
would still be justified in bidding 
one diamond, so with the addi- 
tional trick, South properly bids 
seven diamonds, It Is certainly 
thrilling to alt behind two players 
and hear the bidding go one dia- 
mond, six diamonds, seven dia- 
monds which was the cake when 
this hand was played,

The Manchukuo Govern- 
ment is rightly described as a 
puppet creation of Japan's own 
making, and it becomes clearer 
with every passing day that Japan 
‘Intends to uso this instrument 
solely for her own purposes. The 
steps towards Customs autonomy 
represent the first-move in Japan's 
economic stranglehold on Man- 
churin. Tho Iasuc rafsed fs of 
first-rate importance, not only to 
foreign Interests, but also, and 
much more, to China's torritorial, 
Political and administrative in- 
tegrity. For a time, Japan sot up 
tho pretence that the Manchukuo 
mithorities wero acting on thelr

Clean Public Livy 

In England there is a certain 
impatience with politics; in the 
| United States, with politicians. As 
j often as Englishmen express doubt 
about the utility of the debates at 
, Westminster, no suspicion is ever 
entertained of the personal in- 
‘tegrity of those taking part in 
them. No more eloquent comment 
on this aspect of British public 
life could be found than ‘the fact 
that Myr. Ramsay MacDonald's 
sacrifice of £1000 a year of his in- 
come as Prime Minister © passed 
almost without comment—accepted 
as being in the ordinary tradition 
of British public Hfe. England is 
often thought to give too much 
of her natfonal ability to politics 
at the expense of business, If this 
is so, it is in one way a com- 
pliment, for in England politics, 
though it may lead to honour, docs 
not’ lead to wealth. Prior to 
August lost, the Prime Minister’s 
salary was £5,000 a year, on which 
he had to pay income and supertax 
to the extent of £1788. Tha re- 
-maining £3212 was totally {nade- 
quate to keep up No. 10 Downing 
Street without making severe in- 
roads on private, means. To-day, 
the Prime Minister Is even worse 
off. Aftor fifty years of one of tho 
most distinguished political careers 
of modern times, the Earl, of 
Oxford. and Asquith had an estate 
of only £9168, though bad’ he fol- 
lowed his first profession of tho 
law, ho would in all probability 
have earned more than £20,000 a 
year. Mr. Stanloy Baldwin has 
seen his fortune divided by per- 
haps’ as big a figure as ten since 
the armistice. Disraeli, in addi- 
tion to the ordinary salaries attach- 
ed to his political ofeces, was 
brought considerable wealth by his 
wife. “Yet tho carninga of his lagt 
novel, “Endymion,” which realized 
$10,000, were barely sufficient to 
put his finances strafght. All this 
is not without interest for other 
people than British, In tho United

REVOLUTIONS 
BY GBS. 


“THERE IS NOTHING 
SO REVOLTING” 


THE REACTION 
Oxford, May 29. 


A reminder of the horrors of re- 
volution was givon by Mr. George 
Rernard Shaw, at Oxford, last 
night, when he addressdd the Oc- 
tober Club, an undergraduate 
Communist society, 

In his speech, which lasted one 
and a half houra, he expressed 
views on a varity.of subjects, in- 
cluding Oxford, ' constitutional 
safeguards, Russin, ond Com- 
munism, 

After apologising ‘for hig age 
ho said, “I have always contended 
that one of the moat necessary 
things in Oxford ix an age limit, 
which I should put at about 
twenty-three. It has always 


‘neemed to me a very discouraging 


thing for a young man beginning 
Nfe to come to a place where he 
is immediately confronted by a 
conspiracy of old men presuming 
on their old age and their other 
defielencies, 

“If in the next few yeara we 
have © successful revolution,” he 
continued, “then quite a number 
of you will not be revolutionist in 
1940. With the single exception 
of the capitalist aystem, there ja 
nothing in the world go revolting 
ag a. revolution, and unless you 
are prepared for it the effect of 
the revalution on you: may be to 
make you a very strong reaction- 
ary. 

The Moral, 

“If a revolution comes and we 
try to follow the example — af 
Russia,” he anid. “a good many 
of you will be thrown into a state 
of complete horror at the pro- 
ceedings of the Communtat. Go- 
vernment. Of course, I remain a 
Communist, you understand, The 
moral of all this is that you shall 
really understand what) vou are 
going in for, ‘ 

“Revolutionary movements," he 
suid, “are to a gieat extent a aen- 
timental revolt against the otrs- 
cites of which cupitalism is cap. 
able {in its pursuit of. surplus 
value When the revolution 
comea and the revolutionist finds 
that it has to be extremely cruel 
to persons who are opposed to it 
there is a reaction against It. 

"Pcople who have expected a 
sort of. millenium of kindness,” 
said Mr. Shaw, “find that the 
world becomes much — more 
businesslike after a reaction. All 
through my life I have steadily 
said that at certain intervaly, say 
of five years, every citizen should 
appear before a public authority 
and justify hia existence. — It 
should be asked whether he is 
worth keeping, “and if he is 
not worth it he should be sent to 
a Jéthal chamber, or have the 
back of his head blown off. 

In Russia. 

“Nobody asks our financiers 
whether they are profitable to the 
community,” he said. “On the 
contrary, we fall down before 
them, That is why so many of 
our statesmen and financiers think 
it would be Intolerable to live in 
Russia, f can only tell them not 
to be afraid; they would not live 
in Russia,” 

Speaking of hia visit to Russia, 
Mr, Shaw said: “Last year I was 
talking to Stalin, and the ques- 
tion came up why Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald and the Socialists in 
England did not make a revolu- 
tion, I said the explanation was 
extremely simple, The police 
und the military were paid pune- 
tually. 

“Twas told when 1 went to 
Russia that IT could not find out 
anything that was wrong. It 
was just the other way round,” 
he added, “IT never heard people 
who bellowed so much about what 
You may complain 
as muchas you Ike in Ruasia, 
provided you are sound on Com- 
munism., If you are not, then 
look out forthe back of your 
head.” :

‘Thoxe who desire lo make use of 
the park and its facilities, will be 
asked (o become customers of the 

Ooutdoor Sports Company. “The 
nmount of xouds bought will de- 
termine the length of membership 
to Which the purchaser is entitled. 


A schedule oon these — lines 
is being, prepared by. the 
promoters. 

One of the chief attractions of 
the project is that it will offer 
opportunities for members, with 
their wives and families. to go out 
for the week-ends, Though no 
application is to be made for the 
sale of liquor, adequate arrange- 
ments will be made for obtaining 
light refreshments, together with 
tiffins and teas. . 

The pavilion is to contain all 
requirements for social inter- 
course after one’s sport is finish- 
ed, und will, of course, be fitted 
with absolutely up to, date dres- 
yinge roomy accommiodation, 


EUROPEAN SUPERINTENDENT. 


A Europenn superintendent is 
tv be in charge of the park, and 
there wilt be Chinese groundsmen 
to attend to the golf course, tennis 
courts and other ground require- 
ments. 


_ Among the objects of the pro- 
ject is to organise ‘tournaments 
between members and — visiting 
teams, For such purposes, com- 
mitlees will be formed. Certain 
nominal charges will be made to 
members for the ute of the 
sports grounds, which will be 
used solely for their upkeep. 

The management of the reeren- 
tion park wil be in the hands of the 
Outdoor Sports Company who re- 
serve all rights of control.

OBITUARY 


ACCOUNTANT WHO UNTIED 
THE HATRY TANGLE 


London, June 27. 

The death occurred to-day of Sir 
Gilbert) Francis Garnscy, | ine 
ternntionnily known accountant, 
who figured largely in the Hatry 
investigations In 1929,—Reuter. 

Sir Gilbert Garnscy, unravelled 
the tangle of the Hatry companics 
and wns tho chief witness for the 
proaccution, Hu was born in 1883, 
and educated at. Wellington School, 
Somerset. | 

Studying accountancy, ho pnssed 
the intermedlate_ examinations of 
the Institute of Chartered Accoun- 
tants in 1903 nt the hend of the 
honourg, Hat, and two years lnter 
ropeated the feat at the final, Im- 
medintely afterwards he obtained 
a position nat the London office of 
Price, Waterhouse: and Co. a firm 
of accountants in which he eventu- 
aily became a partner, We had 
not been in tho offico a quarter of 
an hour when ho was dispatched 
to Paria to assist in an investiga- 
tion. Since then he had been em- 
ployed on the work of tho firm in 
all parts of the world and handled 
some of the biggest private and 
national financial problems of  re- 
cent years.
